Miniſter , If you would ſhake off this laviſh yoke of bond 
and fear, in which San tor the preſent holds you, and be rid of this ba/hful 
devil. Search the Scriptures, and they will both inform your jadgement, and 
confirm, comfort, and ſtrengthen you againſt the worlds harred. and caluamy,. 
though there needs no more then, Epheſ. 6. 11, 12. James 3. 6. 2, 
Tim.3.t2,Matth.5.10,11,1z, and 10.

As | pray conlider of it you that have brains; Its no fault in them 
to be perjured / but for you to keep-your vow and promiſe which you 
made in your baptiſm, is both a — ahd ſhame, It bath ever been the 
worlds great quarrel, we refuſe to pledge hem, in theit wicked cuſtomet, 
and will rather obey God then men. As whert/ore was Cain wroth with his bro» 
ther Abel, aud afterwards flew him ? but becauſe hig own works were evil, and 
his brothers good, 1 John 3. 12, Wherefore was holy _ had in deriſton, ha- 
ted, ſlandered, contemned, and made « by-word of ihe people, a ſong of the 
drunkards ?

69. 10,11,12. Why were all the juſt in Solomons time ,\had in abominationy 
and mockt of the wit led? but becauſe they were upright in their way, and holy in 
their converſation, Prov. 29. 27. Or thoſe numberleſs namben of Martyrs,Rev. 
6. 9. even killed; ba for the word of God , 41d for the teſtimony which they 


maintained,

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and beve the teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt, Revel. 12 17. Lot vexed himſelſe, 
becauſe he ſew men bad ; theſe becauſe they are good: not becauſe Gods Law 
is broken , but becauſe others keep it better then themſelves. It is the curſed 
zeale of theſe men, to maligne the good zeale of all men. But, 

Sect. 3. Secondly, men hate, ſcoffe, and ſcorne you, but who ? are they 
not ſuch as theſe ? « crew f Drankards, Pſal. 69. 12. or a ſort of vit out per- 
ſons following their owne laſts > 2 Per 3. 3. Or acompany of abjeft perſont? 
Pſal. 35. 15. like thoſe enemies, Acts 17. lewd fellows of the baſer ſort ? ver. 5, 
A rout of prophane , godleſſe, irreligions Atheiſts and ignorant fools, that do 
no more know the power , then Turk s and Heathers know the truth of godli- 
weſſe, Pſal. 14. 1. 1 6. And it is a ſhrewd ſuſpition, that he who is a mockey 
is en Atheiſt. It well becomes him to mecke at Xe/igion that denies « God : 
And its evident enough, that he denies a God, hat mocks at godlineſi. How. 
ever take this for a rale ; As Cham was worſe then Noah, whom he der ded, 
and Iſbmael wo:ſe then Iſaac, whom he mocked ; and Su wile then Das 
vid, whom he perſecuted; And 7erebel worſe then Nebsrh , who the de- 
famed and murthered : Se they that arc wont to jeete and perſecute others, 
have greater faults themſelves , and cauſe to be jeered and deſpiſed by o- 
thers, the which they know not how to cover, but by diſgracing of others: 
And let them but ſpye (as they are as Zagie-eyed to our faults , as they are 
pur- blinde to their owne) the ſmall-(t ſpor.19 a good mans ſace: it ſhall excuſe 
all the ſores and ulcers in their bodres. Again,

and feete with nailes, his fide with a ſpear , bis bears was full of ſorrow , hu ſaute 
with anguiſh , his nele bedy was ſacrificed as an offering for finne : And yet 
he ſuffered all for us, 1 the end he might leave #3 an example that uh follow hu 
fepr. Neither was it ſo much ahar he ſuffered, as with what AH, millingneſſe, 
and panience ſe ſuffered ; that did nobilitate the merit of his ſufferings.
